Settler» Having a Terrible Time and the 
Water» Continually 
Itfnlng — Dig g ing 
for Dead Men In the Buffalo Hotel 
Ruin» —Fonr More Recovered—Frig ht- 
ful Death of l our W orkm en. 


Bismarck , I). T,, March 2!.—The scg ne 
her< {Saturday was as desolata and dreary os 
human eyes ever g azed upon. Tho river was 
over six miles in width, the g org e at Sibley 
Island holding the water. 
All of Friday 
nig ht a swing ing lig ht was seen in the woods, 
and several vain attempts were made to 
send a rescuing parly to the « ¡» ot, 
Tho lig ht 
was a sig nal of distress from one of the set­ 
tlers who has been on top of his shack since 
the rising of the waters swing ing a lantern 
in the hope of calling attention to his need of 
help. 
I1 h shack was completely surrounded 
by watei and almost afloat 
Two rescuing 
parties were sent out Saturday morning , and 
found several families on tho roofs of the 
houses waiting and praying for help. 
Saturday a *now-storrn prevailed, and the 
scene was one of g loom and desolation. 
Tho 
current over tho new made channel of tho 
stream is running over ten mílos por hour 
and drift ico shoots along at terrific sjwed. 
A larg o bear was soon on a cake of ice Sat­ 
urday m ining endeavoring to g ot ashore. 
&*niarrk is the terminus of tho Northern 
ftoatfic. 
Friday’s passong or train with its 
load of people bound for tho Pacific coast 
and immediate points stands on the side 
track 1 *re and will not bo able to ioave for 
aoveral days. 
Tho g org e consists of six 
miles of solid ice wedg ed into the bottom of 
the river, and piled to a heig ht of thirty 
feet,

day morning with a load of passeng ers, and 
to show with what rapidity small streams

He then returned, 
and tho neck of water which five minutes 
before w as about six inchog deep had swollen 
to a flowing river, and he was compelled to 
drive half a mile to g et around.

Di troit , Mich., March 21.—Trouble broke 
out again Sunday in Polacktown. 
About 
3,000 ¡>eopl« i bung around St. Albert’s church 
all day looking for trouble. 
The adherents 
of Kolasinski, the deposed priest, had cir­ 
culated a report that he was to be reinstated 
by Archbishop Elder and gathered on one 
side of the church, and those of Dombrowski, 
tho pastor appointed by Bishop Borgess, on 
the other. 
About 5 o’clock a squad of thirteen police­ 
men tried to disperse the crowd. 
The Dom- 
broskians made no trouble, but the Kolasin- 
skiaus were sullen and ready for fight. Some 
one reached out from their ranks and smote 
policeman Sclmffron on the head with a 
brick, mashing his nose and cutting open his 
ey es. The officer arrested his assailant and 
the mob pounced upon the small squad of 
police and pelted them with bricks, stones 
and clubs. 
Three pistol shots were tired at 
them. 
The officers fired into the air and 
then forced the crowd back sufficiently to 
allow them to reach a patrol box with their 
prisoner. 
As the wagon came up some one threw a 
brick which struck Officer Rodgers, the 
driver, on the head and knocked him from 
his seat. His injuries are likely to prove 
fataL Reinforcements were sent and the 
crowd fell back. When the police counted 
Up the injured they found that Officer 
Schaffron, besides having his face mashed, 
had a broken h^ad; officer Rodgers had his 
head broken open and sfras carried home un­ 
conscious; Officer Dierke had the bones of 
bis hand broken and his hip badly injured; 
Sergt. Nolan has a scalp wound from a club, 
and his knee badly hurt by a stone, and 
Capk Mack was lamed in the back by a fly ­ 
ing brick. The crowd has been disorderly , 
and has broken into riotous conduct since, 
but at last accounts was reported to be still 
holding its ground. 


BEFRIENDED A DRUMMER, 


And in M aking H is Cause Good Had to 
K ill Fonr Men. 
T exar k a n a , Ark., March 21. —Two weeks 
ago Walter Ridgely , a wealthy farmer, liv ­ 
ing twenty miles north of here, shot and 
killed two ferry men who were try ing to 
force ex orbitant charges out of a St. Louis 
druminer for putting him across the river. 
Ridgely took the drummer’s part. The fer-( 
ry men insulted him for this, and attempted 
to draw their weapons, when Ridgely shot 
them both dead. Upon ex amination Ridgely 
was discharged. J ohn Murphy , a brother of 
one of the men killed, and an uncle of the 
other, swore to kill Ridgely on eight. 
Friday night Ridgely on horseback was re­ 
turning home from a neighbor's, and was 
fired on from ambush. The horse fell dead, 
but its rider escaped unharmed and rolled 
over on the oppoeite side of the horse to that 
from which the firing proceeded. The two 
would-be murderers, who were the uncle 
and 
brother 
mentioned, thinking 
that 
Ridgely was 
dead, 
approached. 
When 
within about 
ten feet Ridgely suddenly 
raised up and mot both assailants dead in 
tbeir tracks. This makes four men that 
Ridgely has killed over a simple ferry -boat 
transaction.

SERVED TH E VILLAIN RIGHT. 


A Scoundrel Shot Doad la Court by H is 
Little Victim 's Brother. 
H astings , Neb., March 21.—Dr. G. W. 
Randall, 
of this city , was arrested last 
Wednesday night for committing rape upon

Lora Hart, of Edgar, an 11- 
year-old g irl, who was placed under his care 
for treatment.

Just after his trial had been 
closed and llandall had been placed under 
$5,000 bonds, tho brother of the g irl pulled 
out a revolver, and before any person was 
aware of his intention shot Randail doad. 
He then turned, walked oufc of the court­ 
room, and disappeared, and no person has 
taken the trouble to look for him, as the 
shooting is looked upon as justifiable. 
From the evidence produced, it appears as 
thoug h Randall and his wife, who was on 
trial with him, had made it a practice to ruin 
young g irls and then place them in houses of 
ill-fnue. Mrs. Randall is now in the custody 
of the sheri if. 
There was a very decided 
feeling in favor of lynching her, but better 
counsels prevailed, 


SOAK HIM IN GASOLINE, 


And Set Fire to the M iscreant if He Is 
Caught. 
C le v e la n d , Ohio, Biarch 2!.—A fiendish 
attempt was made about 6 o’clock Fri­ 
day morning upon the lives of the wife and 
dau rhtsr of Henry Fauhlft. a farmer living 


near Brighton village, 
Fauble, his son and 
hired man had gone to tbs barn, leaving 
Mrs. Fauble and her daughter asleep in bed. 
Shortly after the men left the house an un­ 
known ma& entered through the kitchen 
door, and procuring two large cans of gaso­ 
line saturated the carpet and furniture, and 
then entered Mrs. 
Fauble’s bedroom and 
poured the fluid over the bed clothe« , to 
which he set fire and departed, closing the 
door after him. 
Mrs. Fauble was awakened 
by the flames, and* rushed out of the room, 
also closing the door, thus confining the fire 
to her room and probably 
saving vho life of 
her daug hter. The flames wero ex tinguished 
before any serious loss of property was in­ 
curred. 
Mrs. Fauble was severely burned 
about the face and hands, but will recover. 
Detectives are at work upon 
the case. 


A cquitted o f Wifo M urder. 
O m aha , Neb., March 21. —The second trial 
of John W , 
Lance, charged with the murder 
of his wife, ended 
Saturday night, having 
occupied tho attention of the court for two 
weeks. 
Tho jury were out only about four 
hours, and returned a verdict of not guilty . 
On the first trial he was convicted of man­ 
slaughter, and was sentenced to ten y ears’ 
imprisonment. 
He shot his wife during the 
night, mistaking her for a burglar, as he 
claimed. 
8 he had got out of bed, and he 
awoke and saw her iu the doorway of the 
bedroom and fired, hitting her in the fore­ 
head and killing her instantly . 
Owing to 
his known jealous and brutal treatment of 
her, the circumstances of the killing were 
strongly suspicious, and he was put on trial 
for his life. 
His reputation outside of the 
treatment of his wife was good, and had 
much weight 
His wife was a beautiful 
y oung lady , and the case has ex cited the 
most intense interest 


Tried to Poison H is Uncle. 
N ew Y ork, March 21.—J ohn ?J. Hoelzel, 
a y oung German, was arrested in this city 
Saturday night by Central office detectives, 
on a charge of attempting several weeks ago 
to poison his uncle, Fritz Metz, chief en­ 
gineer of the Blatz brewery , Milwaukee. 
After attempting the deed Hoelzel fled to Ne­ 
braska, where he was arrested. While be* 
ing t taken back to Milwaukee bo escaped 
from the officers by jumping from a train 
which was running at the rate of thirty 
miles an hour.

He was by no manner of means th** fool Ik1 
assumed to be. 
That, he was ambitious, anx­ 
ious for for public favor and fond of money, 
open to ndultation and flattery, who that 
knew hit* lifo would presume to deny Í llow 
then can his affectations of dress, for they 
were affectations, lie accounted for, save on 
the theory of tat unbalanced mind? 
Did it 
seem reasonable that a man after years of 
metropolitan life, at the head of a great, ami 
at the time, the greatest journal in America, 
associating with the first men of his time, 
identified with all broad movements in the 
interest of his fellowmen could, unless by 
accident, make a guy of himself, morning, 
noon an«l night, unless he did it with intent! 
I recall four illustrations of intentional 
affectation on the part of Horace Greeley. 
The ill's! was in Sacramento, Cal. 
A large 
audience had assembled to hear him speak, 
and he was detained on the road. 
On arrival 
he was driven to the St. George hotel, and 
hurried to a room that he might jmrtake of 
some refreshment and dress before his lecture. 
The impatience of the audience was assuaged 
by the announcement that Mr. Greeley was 
adjusting his toilet, and making himself com­ 
fortable after a long and tedious stage ride. 
He reached the hall at 0 o’clock. 
Was he dressed Í How Í 
Precisely as when he left the stage coach. 
He had not washed his face nor bis hunds. 
He hadn't changed a single article of his at­ 
tire, from coat to shirt, from collar to boobs. 
Absolutely covered with dust, with cravat 
awry, with collar dirty and rumpled, with 
shirt 
front disarranged, 
with 
unpolished 
boots, he shambled into the hall, and up the 
long aisle, until, standing on the platform, 
dirty, ill-kernpt, unattractive, he faced an 
audience mainly of New England men and 
women, each arrayod in accordance with 
decorum. 
W hat was that ? 
Eccentricity, oddness not only, but an af­ 
fectation of the extremity of each. 
On another occasion, in Paris, he, as a del­ 
egate from the United States to the great 
exposition, was notified to meet his fellow 
delegates in a specified salon. 
Mr. Greeley 
and Erastus Brooks, another delegate, arrived 
in advance of the others. 
Mr. Brooks, who 
was the very personification of neatness and 
trimness, noticed that Mr. Greeley's trousers 
were hitched up over the leg of his boot, and 
at some personal inconvenience having called 
his attention to it, kneeled and adjusted the 
garment. 
Later on in the reception room, 
where the delegates from all countries had 
met for a formal presentation, imagine the 
disgust and annoyance cf Mr. Brooks when 
he saw that Mr. Greeley had rodisarranged 
his trousers, so that the bottoms of them still 
rested upon the legs of his boob». 
W hat was that! 
Years after that I had occasion to call on 
Mr. Greeley in his home, relative to matters 
in Washington. 
He was ill and in bed. 
The 
bedstead was placed across the corner of the 
room. 
In tho center was a revolving book­ 
case, against which rested a long mirror. 
Articles of clothing were strewn about tho 
floor and infcensest confusion dominated the 
place. 
Mr. Greeley was not seriously ill, but 
by the advice of his physician kept his bed 
several days. 
Bo far as confusion, mal- 
arrangement and upsidedownativeness were 
concerned, that bedroom capped the climax. 
Was that intentional?

Martin answered that it was, 
and, furthermore, that on his asking the pur­ 
chaser if he insisted on taking the horses, his 
only answer was a draft by wire for $1,000 
to bind the bargain.
